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mistress’ visiting card. It is a unique opportunity for nurses, who can 
after the address put questions, invite discussion on any special point, and 
ask for advice and help in any difiSculties they may have encountered. It will 
probably be the most wise and experienced nurses who will seek to take 
advantage of this opportunity, for it is always the ignorant who resent the idea 
that they can have anything to learn. Still, in this case most nurses will 
probably wish to attend, and it is hoped that all mothers, who can, will give 
them the chance of doing so. Members might also spread a knowledge 
of the principles and work of the Union by making the lecture (and indeed 
the Conference itself) known to those of their friends who, though not yet 
members of the P.N.E.U., would perhaps be glad to send their nurses. 
Where there is an under-nurse it may be possible for mother and head- 
nurse both to attend, so that they may work together in carrying out the 
lessons learnt. It seems to me that, besides the direct good to be gained 
by the nurse from such a lecture, there is the indirect one of making her 
feel, that she and her mistress are working together for the “children’s 
sake,” and that the mother relies on her help to carry out her earnest work, 
which she cannot possibly do single-handed. The nurse is, so to speak, 
taken into confidence, the mother shows her humbly that she too is a 
learner, and that her views on character training, &c., are part of her very 
life’s aspirations, and are not mere “fads.” 

I may say here, in passing, that I believe Dr. Helen Webb’s lecture will 
treat principally of the nurse’s work with regard to the moral and spiritual, 
rather than the physical training of children. 

The Talk to Nurses will be given at St. Martin’s Town Hall, 
Charing Cross, on May 15th, at 3 o’clock, an hour specially chosen 
for the convenience of nurses.

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Eastbourne.— On March 31st a most interesting and suggestive 
lecture was given by Miss Gould on “ 'J'emper, and how to deal with 
it,” at Langland College, by the kind permission of Miss Vinter, the 
Principal. The lecture was listened to with marked attention, and some 
discussion followed, questions being kindly answered by Miss Gould. 

Glasgow.— The closing lecture of the session was delivered by 
Prof. Ralph Stockman, on March 12th, at 9, Fitzroy Place (by kind 
permission of Mrs. Fingland). Ihe subject was ‘‘ Ihe Preventable 
Diseases of Children,” and was treated in a striking manner. The most 
preventable diseases (which have hitherto been also the most fatal) are 
due to micro-organisms. Small-pox and cholera may be named as 
triumphs of preventive medicine, w'hich, in vaccination and sanitation, 
has found means to counteract their poison. In the case of measles 
whooping-cough, and scarlet fever, the great thing is to avoid exposing 
children to infection. Choose “the better part of valour” — flight and 
isolation. If a child is attacked be specially careful after apparent 
recovery has taken place. The “ dregs ” of these diseases are often more 
hurtful than the disease itself. So-called “growing pains” in the bones 
generally indicate rheumatism. This should be seen to at once, as 
rheumatism can be controlled by the use of certain drugs, and risk of 
heart disease lessened. 'I uberculosis in various forms was formerly 
deemed hopeless, but since Koch’s great discovery it is known to be very 
curable in its earlier forms. Plenty of sunlight and plenty of ventilation 
kill the bacilli. Children are not specially liable to consumption ; still, it 
is very desirable to strengthen their resistant power by exercise, outdoor 
life, and plenty of fresh air night and day. Some discussion followed, 
and the meeting concluded with the usual votes of thanks.
